Police Chief W. M. Mayo will be held 
responsible not only for the rooming 
houses in Atlanta, many of which are 
alleged to be operating iNegally, but 
also for every “questionable charac- 
ter” in Atlanta, according to J. Lee 
Barnes, chairman of the police com- 
mittee of ceuncil, and by virtue of that 
office ex-officio member of the police 
board. 

Mr. Barnes held a conference Sat- 
urday with the police chief, and with 
City Attorney James L. Mayson, in 
reference to the matter, 

He also announced that three of Ivy 
street’s biggest property holders on 
Saturday had congratulated him upon 
his recent move at the police board 
meeting to have the rooming house 
situation in Atlanta investigated. 

No Whitewash, Says Barnes. 

“There is not going to be any ‘white- 
wash’ of the rooming house investi- 
gation,” stated Mr. Barnes. “If any- 
body has said that the police wduld 
pass lightly over the rooming house in- 
vestigation, and turn their backs to 
those rooming houses which are 
known to be operating illegally, they 
will be fooled. Police Chief Mayo, as 
‘Il have informed him in a conference, 
is to be held to ‘strict accountability.’ 
| “I am not only going to ask what 
| has been done at the February meet- 
‘ing of the police board, as concerns 
the determination of the board to have 
the rooming houses investigated, but 
I am going to hold the police chief 
responsible for every ‘questionable 
character’ in Atlanta.

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20,000 GUARDSMEN 
ARE BEING CHOSEN 
TO LEAVE BORDER 


War Department Issues the 
Order and General Funston 
Is Selecting Units to Be 
Sent Home. 


REGULARS WILL TAKE 
PLACE OF GUARDSMEN 


Believed That as Guard 
Units Withdraw Pershing’s 
Force Will Move Up From 
Mexico to the Border. 


Washington, Januery 20.—Immedia‘te 
withdrawal of “a substantial number” 
of national guardsmen from the .border 
has been ordered by the war deparm- 
ment, and General Funston now is se- 
lecting the units to be sent home. In 
announcing the order late today Secre- 
tary Baker said the number to _ be 
withdrawn at this time probably would 
be 15,000 or 20,000. 

The secretary refused to comment on 
the order or say what relation it might 
have to the withdrawal of General Per- 
shing’s expedition from Mexico. He 
said that the organizations to be with- 
drawn would be announced as soon as 
General Funston reported those he had 
designated. This withdrawal will re- 
duce the force of state troops on the 
border to between 55,000 and 60,000 
men. 


Early Withdrawal eof Pershing. 

The announcement generally was ac- 
cepted, however, as an indication that 
the withdrawal of Pershing’s force 
would not be long delayed. It has 
been understood that as quickly as 
border stations are evacuated by state 
troops, regulars will move up to oc- 
cupy them, but tonight it was said au- 
thoritatively that no order to bring 
the regulars north had yet been is- 
sued. 

It is the policy of the department 
not to permit disintegration of the 
national guard organizations and the 
intention is to hold every man in 'serv- 
ice, though not under arms, regardless 
of the fact that his duty on the bor- 
der has» ended. All applications for 
discharge except for cause will be re- 
fused, and resignations of officers will 
be carefully examined and accepted 
only when the department is. satisfied 
with the reason given. It was pointed 
out that acceptance of many of the 
resignation’s already offered was more 
or less in the nature of a weeding 
out process. é 

This policy of maintaining intact the 
strength of the national guard is taken 
as further indication of what will be 
the administration’s future policy in 
dealing with Mexico. This policy, it 
has been indicated, contemplates deal- 
ing with the de facto government on 
a strictly formal basis rather than on 
an altruistic basis. Thus it is under- 
stood that the activities of Villa and 
the question of who occupies the ter- 
ritory\Pershing is about to leave will 
be regarded here as problems for Car- 
ranza, and that the United States will 
look to him for their solution. 

Army officers here do not believe 
it probable that withdrawal of Gen- 
eral Pershing’s force can be accom- 
Plished in much less than three weeks 
after the order is issued. Previous 
troop movement of the magnitude of 
that of the guardsmen ordered today 
have required two weeks. 

Carranza Offers No Railroad. 

The Mexico Northwestern railway south 
from Juarez would facilitate the with- 
drawal, but it has been indicated that 
no request for its use will be made 
by the United States, and that no of- 
fer of it by the Mexican government is 
expected. 


Whether the administration intends 
to delay sending Ambassador Fletcher 
to Mexico City unxil after the Ameri- 
can troops come out has not been def- 
initely indicated, but it has been point- 
out that the stationing of an ambassa- 
dor at the Carranza capital might be 
construed as sanctioning certain acts 
of the de facto government against 
which this government has persistent- 
ly protested. There was a suggestion 
today that continued disapproval of 
these acts might possibly serve to de- 
lay indefinitely Ambassador Fletcher's 
departure for Mexico. 

One question brought sharply to the 
front within the last week is that pre- 
sented by the attitude of the de facto 
government towards the Nasional Bank 
and the Bank of London in Mexico. 
They were forced into liquidation for 
not complying with the decree that 
their metallic reserves be increased dol- 
lar for dollar with the note issue. Since 
then the government has secured from 
them a large loan in metallic currency 
and bullion, the metal being carted 
from the banks to the treasury. French 
and British diplomatic agents have pro- 
tested without avail.

“Owing to the effects of the explo- 
gion all communication with all other 
districts was broken off for a time. 
Local assistance was immediately 
forthcoming, but owing to lack of com- 
munication assistance from the me- 
tropolitan fire brigade could not be 
obtained immediately—the fire not 
being in the Iondon fire brigade area. 
Within half an hour, however, ample 
assistance was afforded from all quar- 
tera. 

“We are further informed by the 
ministry of munitions that the accident 
will make no practical difference to 
the output of munitions. The minister 
with the chief officers of the explo- 
sives supply department visited the 
acene this morning and every possible 
effort. is being made to deal promptly 
with the unfortunate effects of the ex- 
plosion. 

“Both last night and this morning 
the king made inquiries as to the ex- 
tent of damage and loss of life and 
has expressed his solicitude for the 
victims and their families. The min- 
ister of munitions, on behalf of the 
overnment has requested the local au- 
horities and those in charge of relief 
operations to convey his deep sympathy 
with all those affected.” 

Story of Army Officers. 

A young army officer, who was home 
on leave told the Associated Press cor- 
respondent that he had been through 
heavy fighting on the Somme on the 
front in France, but that nothing he 
experienced there came so near shak- 
ing his nerve, as the explosion, which 
occurred at a point less than a mile 
from his home. He said: 

“A great flare in the sky lighted 
up my room and as I dashed into the 
street the whole sky was ablaze and 
an explosion more powerful than any 
gunfire shattered my home. Then I 
set about aiding in the work of res- 
cue.”’ 

Those who were permitted at the 
scene of devastation soon after the 
explosion saw many pathetic sights. 
A young man who hurried his mother 
and his sister from their home when 
the explosion began to shake it, said: 

“The next moment I was'7 blown 


ing tons: were found a half mile, a mile 
and even a mile and a quarter from 
the factory. Three houses were flat- 
tened into a mass of kindling wood, 
took up our heart-rend- 
dork. 

Wounded Dug From Debris. 


“There were-wounded who had been 
dug out from the debris, while others 
were found seriously injured lying un- 
covered and helpless in streets, gardens 
and open places. Flashes from the burn- 
ing buildings, which grew brighter 
as time went on, gave us a fair light 
through the pall of smoke, fog and 
dust. There was a paucity of ambu- 
lance facilities for a time, but this 
was remedied before the night was well 
advanced, and we developed a system. 

“The surprising thing was the large 
number of persons whose injuries at 
first appeared to be serious owing to 
the fact that they were dazed and suf- 
fering from.a species of shell shot, but 
who later responded to our first-aid 
attempts and walked off fairly gound, 
with bandaged arm or head, to assist in 
the relief work. 

“The fire was 
midnight, but the work of the relief 
force continued until dawn, when the 
volunteers were replaced by the mili- 
tary and Red Cross workers.” 

The Central News agency says: 

“The detonation was such that miles 
away buildings were rocked with its 
force, while over that area there was 
a great destruction of window glass. 
Fires broke out, involving a large flour 
mill and other industrial concerns, 
while many houses also were en- 
veloped in flames. 

“Firemen, policemen, soldiers and 
ambulance workers rushed to the scene. 
The authorities requisitioned motor 
busses and other vehicles on the streets. 

“Terrible scenes were witnessed 
when the flour mill, which was seven 
stories high, burst into flames. To 
get such a blaze under control was 
an impossibility, so reluctantly the 
firemen were obliged to devote their 
efforts to saving neighboring property. 
Despite all their efforts, the flames 
rapidly spread over a large area. 

“Heroic nurses, ambulance men, Boy 
Scouts and girl guides worked to al- 
leviate the sufferings of the injured. 
One youth returned home from work 
to find that his parents’ house had 
vanished in the great upheaval. He 
found his way to a hospital and was 
able to identify the unconscious form 
of his mother. In a mortuary he found 
the bodies of his father and sisters. 
There were hundreds who sought rela- 
tives and friends in vain.” 

The Evening Standard says: 

“The minor effectS were curious. 
While many windows quite near at 
hand escaped, others at considerable 
distances away were broken. Here and 
there there were rushes of women to 
places of shelter and theater attend- 
ances were in some degree affected.” 

The Pall Mall Gazette says: 

“The explosion brings the realities 
of war to the very hearth-'side of this 
country. Let us remember the victims 
have given their lives in their coun- 
try’s cause as honorably as ‘if they 
had fallen in a charge ‘over the top.’” 

There was no loss of American: life 
or property as a result of the explo- 
sions last night so far as had been 
a'iscertained this evening. 

No Casualty Lists Yet. 

No attempt has yet been made to 

collect casualty lists. The majority of

Atlanta Prohibition Leader, 
Back From Washington, 
Asserts This Will Be a 

‘ “Bone Dry” Nation Within 
Three Years. 


Prediauting nation-wide prohibition 
for America before the passage of three 
years trom today, inumas B. Feider 
returned to Atlanta saturday follow- 
ing a two weeks’ visit to Washington, 
where, with leaders of the movement 
in other states, he was busily engaged 
in bringing Matters relating to “vone- 
ary” pronivition pefore botu houses of 
CONBress. 

“anere is little chance for a resolu- 
tion tur national pronipition to be pass- 
ed between now and Marcn 4,” aeciared 
Mr. Feider, “Dut its ultimate passage 
is certaln. 


“Ir the president calls an extra ses- 
sion of congress, as now seems likely, 
1 feel contident that the national pro- 
hibition resolution wiil be aduptea by 
a two-thirds vote. In the event that 
an extra session is not calied, congress 
will nut be in session again before the 
first of next December. 

States Must Vote. 

[during the December session 1 am 
able to sately prophesy the passage of 
the resolution by the requisite two- 
thirds majority. Then the resolution 
will have to be adopaxed by a two-thirds 
vote of three-fourtns of the legislators 
of the forty-eight states.’ 

The meeting of the committee, of 
which Mr. Feluer was one, was planned 
by state leaders of the _ prohibition 
movement «Oo make an exhaustive study 
of the various problgms and bills whicn 
are and have been planned for intro- 
duction in both houses. 

Among the first things which came 
before tne attention of the committee 
was the question of the passage of the 
bill ‘prohibiting the handling through 
the United States mails of tiquor ad- 
vertising matter in any form. The com- 
mittee, according to Mr. Felder, agreed 
on the terms of this bill and then Sen- 
axor Bankhead and Congressman Ran- 
aall, of the house, introduced bills in 
both houses to effectuate this move- 
ment. The bill introduced by the sena- 
tor passed the senate on January 19 
and then went to the house, where it 
will be considered next week by «he 
house committee. 

“The bill will pass before March 4,” 
declared Mr. Felder. 

The committee also considered a bill 
aimed to preyent the shipment of liq- 
uars in interstate commerce. This bill 
was prepared before the supreme court 
handed down its decision on the Webb- 
Kenyon measure and was intended to 
meet any defects which the court 
might find in the Webb-Kenyon -bill. 

“Several obills,’’ states Mr. Felder, 
“were introduced with this object in 
view in both the ‘senate and the house. 
However, after the action of the court 
in upholding the Webb-Kenyon bill, 
Congressman Howard and | caused the 
judiciary committee of the house to 
take up all the measures. After ex- 
haustive discussion if was agreed that 
an amendment to the Webb-Kenyon 
measure, attaching a penalty, would 
meet all the requirements.” 

Gees to Senate Committee. 

Following this, Senator Hardwick 
and Mg. Felder took up the same ques- 
tion with the senate committee. A 
similar amendment wa's agreed on, and, 
declares the Atlanta attorney, the bill 
as amended will be unanimously re- 
ported to the senate and passed. 

“The measure will pass both houses 
and be spread upon the statute books 
before March 4,” declared Mr. Felder. 
“In this connection I desire in my own 
behalf and in behalf of the prohibi-

The crew of the Dramatist with the 
exception of 27 Indian firemen who 
remained on the raider, were trans- 
ferred to the Hudson Maru. The cap- 
tives complain of the food and sani- 
tary arrangements, but say that the 
Germans were courteous as a rule and 
gave receipts for their captures. One 
receipt was signed “Wolff.” A member 
of the crew has a photograph of the 
raider and variou’s pictures of the 
sinking of the Nantes taken by a small 
concealed camera. 

The men of the Dramatist say that 
the raider appears like an ordinary 
cargo steameg and when passing neu- 
tral ships hoists the British colors, but 
flies the German flag when it sights 
a British ship. The captain of the 
raider said that he did not wish to 
sink passenger ships as he did not 
want to kill women and children, but 
was only after big cargo boats. A 
member of the Minieh’s crew says that 
an officer of the raider asked him for 
the ship’s papers and when told they 
had been destroyed laughed and ‘said:

~PLAGED IN GRAVE 


With All the Honors a 
Grateful Nation Can Be- 
stow—He Rests in Arling- 
ton With Other Heroes. 


Washington, “January 20.—Admiral 
George Dewey, hero of the battle af 
Manila Bay, and the world’s ranking 
naval officer, was buried today at Ar- 
lington National cemetery after solemn 
ceremonies, reflecting the nation’s 
final tribute of honor and affection. 

Two services were held, the first a 
private home ceremony, and the sec- 
ond an impressive service in the ro- 
tunda of the capitol, where the presi- 
dent, the supreme court, the cabinet, 
the senate and house, the diplomatic 
corps and others prominent in official 
and civil life, went to honor publicly 
the dead commander. 

Thousands Lined Street. 

Afterwards through streets lined 
with thousands the notable company 
and a large escort of military and naval 
forces followed the casket to Arling- 
ton. 

The midshipmen from Annapolis, re- 
membered by the admiral while he was 
on his death bed as “my friends,’ were 
given the ‘signal distinction of honor 
escort, and in compliance with his 
request they alone accompanied the 
body from the residence to the capitol 
and later were the only military unit 
to enter the cemetery in organization 
formation. 

Though arranged with care to ex- 
press a national tribute, the funeral 
and burial ceremonies were both sim- 
ple and brief. There was no funeral 
oration at the home or the capitol. 
Both services were conducted accord- 
ing to Episcopal rites, the first being 
read by Dr. Roland Cotton Smith, the 
family minister, and the second by 
Chaplain J. B. Frazier, who was on the 
Olympia at Manila bay. Chaplain Fra- 
zier also conducted the commitment 
service when the body wa's laid in the 
mausoleum. 

During the services fhe entire ma- 
chinery of the federal government here 
was halted. Private business was sus- 
pended an hour and all flags were at 
half-mast. Observance of a similar kind 
were held on every American naval 
vessel afloat and were emphasized by 
the firing at noon by every senior 
ship of a salute of nineteen guns, two 
more than the regulations prescribe for 
an admiral’s salute. 

The imposing procession moved at 
half step from the capitol to Arling- 
ton, entering the cemetery grounds 
two hours after it had started. As it 
wound slowly out of the city, across 
the Potomac and began the approach 
through the Virginia hills, the batteries 
at Fort Myer began at minute inter- 
vals a nineteen-gun salute. Later, when 
the casket was placed in the vault, the 
salute was repeated. 

Midshipmen Headed Procession. 

At the head of the procession through 
the cemetery marched the midshipmen 
and their band. As axhey neared _ the 
vault they divided into two columns, 
between which passed the flag-draped 
caisson bearing the casket, followed 
by Chaplain Frazier and Dr. Smith, the 
president, the cabinet and ranking of- 
ficers of the army and navy. 

Twelve sailors from the presidential 
yacht Mayflower and the seamen gun- 
ner’s school, bore «he casket to the 
vauit and placed it as the midshipmen’s 
band played ‘‘Nearer, My God, to Thee.” 
The last service was read, and then a 
squad of midshipmen fired three sharp 
volleys, and Chief Master-at-Arms 
Charles Mitchell, who was with Dewey 
at Manila bay, sounded ‘‘taps.”’ 

Only one floral decoration, that of 
Mrs. Dewey, was placed on the casket. 
It was selected by George Dewey, only 
son of the admiral, from among the 
hundreds banked against the vault and 
carpeting the ground around it. One 
huge gold crescent holding hundreds 
of American Beauty roses was present- 
ed by the officers of the Atlantic fleet. 

Secretary Daniels had invited all liv- 
ing former secretaries of the navy and 
their assistants to attend the burial 
services, and among those who came 
were Charles J. Bonaparte, Herbert L. 
Satterlee, Charles H. Allen and Frank 
W. Hackett. 

The body bearers were under com- 
mand of W. Roberts, of the Mayflower, 
and the others were R. Flannagan, A. 
C. Ward, J. J. Windemiller, O. Lint, 
W. E. A. Martin and C. R. Lynn, of the 
Mayflower, and E. A. Posey, J. F. 
Platts, C. L. Dann, V. McMurren, G. A. 
King and E. Cchooley, of the Seamen's 
Gunners’ school. 

In the Miles Mausoleum. 


The funeral procession entered Ar- 
lington cemetery a little more than 
an hour after it started from the capi- 
tol. 

Passing through the gate the pro- 
cession wound along the wooded 
roadways to the mausoleum erected 
for Lieutenant General Nelson A. Miles, 
where Admiral Dewey’s body will re- 
pose until the memorial ampnitheater is 
finished when it will be placed in the 
mausoleum being provided there. The 
Miles mausoleum stands on an eleva- 
tion looking up and down the Potomac 
for miles. On the wind-swept knoll 
the services were said while all the 
funeral party stood with bared heads. 
Two of Dewey's commanders at the 
battle of Manila bay—Benjamin P. 
Lamberton, the fleet captain, and Cap- 
tain Joseph P. Coghlan, of the cruiser 
Raleigh, lie nearby. Not far away on 
the wooded siopes rest Schley and 
Sampson.

“Mills have 
shut down, prices have advanced, per- 
ishable articles of great value have 
been destroyed and hundreds of car- 
loads of food products have been de- 
layed in reaching their natural mar- 
kets. In some territories there have 
been so many cars on the lines of the 
carriers and in their terminals that 
transportation service has been thrown 
into unprecedented confusion, long de- 
lays in transit have been the rule 
rather than the exception and opera- 
tion of established industrial activities 
has been made uncertain and difficult. 
These conditions have made necessary 
a far-reaching investigation by the 
commission and now urgently demand 
prompt, decisive action. 

“In spite of the efforts which have 
been made to put a stop to the diver- 
sion and misuse of cars, the commis- 
sion’s inspectors day after day report- 
ed numerous instances of such diver- 


-sion and misuse. 


‘“Tirgent as is the need for relief the 
respondents, with but few exceptions, 
have failed to afford such relief. They 
have assured the commission that they 
would put a stop to the diversion and 
misuse of coal and refrigerator cars 
and would return these cars to their 
owners without delay, but since that 
assurance was given hundreds of in- 
stances of diversion and misuse have 
been called to our attention.

It professes to be the 
modern translation of certain records, covering the period from B. C. 600 to 
about A. D. 420, with which is incorporated the abridgment of a yet earlier 
history. The original account was inscribed on thin sheets of gold, in small 
characters of the Reformed Egyptian style. The plates were taken from 
their repository on the side of a hill near Palmyra, New York. This was in 
September, 1827; and in the early months of 1830 the English translation was 
published. 

The Book of Mormon story deals in part with the general history of the 
ancient peoples, their rise and fall as nations, their wars and intrigues of 
etate, their alternating epochs of material prosperity and adversity; but more 
particularly it preserves an account of the divine revelations, the prophets and 
prophecies with which the ancient Americans were blessed; and thus the work 
stands before the world as the SCRIPTURES OF THE WESTERN CONTINENT. 

According to the book, Lehi, an {Israelitish prophet, was directed by revela- 
tion B. C. 600 to take his family and leave Jerusalem, in time to escape the 
destruction or captivity incident to Nebuchadnezzar’s conquest, and the assur- 
ance was given that the migrating company should be led to a land of promise, 
choice above all other lands. Lehi's family was joined by members of other 
families. In time the travelers reached the Arabian Sea, and there they built 
a ship in which they were carried by wind and current to the American shore. 

The colonists multiplied and prospered. After a few years, however, open 
disruption occurred, and the people divided into factions, Known as Nephites 
and Lamanites. The former were named after Nephi, whe was a younger son 
of Lehi and a righteous man; and the latter derived their name from their 
first leader, Laman, the eldest and most rebellious of the family. In time these 
parties developed into powerful nations. The Lamanitées maintained bitter 
hatred toward their brethren, and deadly hostility prevailed throughout the 
greater part of the period of Book of Mormon history. While the Nephites 
were industrious and progressive, cultivating the soil and building great cities 
in South, Central and North America, the Lamanites fell into degeneracy and 
came to rely. almost entirely on hunting and warfare for subsistence. They 
were cursed of the Lord with a raddy skin, and with this somber hue of body 
came darkness of mind. As the Bowk of Mormon plainly and circumstantially 
avers, the degradod posterity of the ancient Lamanites are the American 
Indians of today. ae 

The last great conflict between Nephites and Lamanites occurred in what 
is now northern New York, and the issue was the utter extermination of the 
Nephite nation. As the predicted destruction of his people drew near, Mormon, 
a Nephite historian and prophet, collated and in part abridged the voluminous 
historical records that had accumulated during the period of nearly ten cen- 
curies; and to his abriegment he gave his own name, hence the title, “Book of 
Mormon.” Mormon's scn, Moroni, supplemented his father’s work by writings 
of his own; and then, realizing that his death was imminent, he deposited the 
records in a stone box and buried the same at what was called by the Nephites, 
the Hill Cumorah, now popularly Known as “Mormon Hill,” in the vicinity of 
Palmyra, N. mo 

The announcement of such a discovery as that of.the plates of Mormon, 
and of such an achievement as the translation of the records into English, 
could not fail to attract the attention of both layman and scholar. But the 
announcement was treated with contempt and vigorous denunciation. The rea- 
son for this hostile rejection 1s found in the fact that Joseph Smith, the trans- 
lator, avowed that he had not accomplished the marvelous work by his own or 
other human power alone, but that the resting-place of the ancient plates had 
been revealed to him by an angel, who appeared in light and glory, and an- 
nounced himself as that same Moroni who had sealed up and buried the in- 
scribed plates over fourteen centuries earlier. : 

A further cause for the popular opposition to the Book of Mormon lay in 
Joseph Smith's solemn testimony that he had been empowered to make the trans- 
lation through the direct inspiration of God, and that he had been aided in 
the work by the use of two stones which he had found buried with the plates, 
and that as the ange! had explained to him, these stones constituted the Urim 
and Thummim, such as certain prophets of ancient Israel had, and their ability 
to use which had given them the distinguishing attributes of “geergs” 

This avowal introduced the element of the supernatural. [f¢ Joseph Smith 
spoke truly, miracles had not ceased, and direct revelation from God to man 
was of modern certainty. Such a conception was wholly Opposed by theological 
theory and churchly dogma. And yet, why in reason should direct revelation 
from the heavens be more of an improbability today than in the centuries of 
jong ago? Except as to the extent of the writing, is the bringing forth of the 
Book of Mormon any more ofa marvel than the inspired reading of the mystic 
words by Daniel in the midst of Belshazzar s rioto@s feast? (See Danie} 5:25-31.) 
And surely the means by which the writing was done appears far more mys- 
terious in the case of the Chaldean King than in the ordinary and human wav 
of engraving the Book of Mormon plates. ;

But 
before I closed I. went through the 
books to see what was due me.”

“T watched this scene for a little and 
was deeply touched at the sight of 
this southern woman, whose property 
we had wrecked and whose worldly 
possessions we had destroyed. Finally 
ny 3 noticed me at the window and 
said: 

‘Is there anything I can do for you, 
sitT 

“IT told her that I wa's there to help 
her in any way I could. 

“‘T thought I heard a little baby 
crying,’ I said. 

“*S\ baby” she replied. ‘Why, I have 
no baby except these two children you 
see here.’ 

“ ‘But, listen,’ I insisted. ‘There it is 
again. Don’t you hear it cry?’ 

Just a Pet Lamb. 


“Oh, that , she replied. “That 
is my little boy’s pet lamb. When your 
soldiers were killing our sheep, my lit- 
tle boy went down and got his lamb. 
He hid it under a box in the shed out 
there and the poor thing has been there 
all night and all day.” ; 

“‘*‘Well, I can soon relieve that,’ I 
told her. So I called my orderly to let 
the little beast out and get it some 
food, which he did and it made the lit- 
tle boy very happy. 

“The next morning, the little boy and 
the little girl—the boy, I should say, 
was about 9 years old, and the girl 
somewhat younger—were in front of my 
tent gathering up newspapers. They 
told me they wanted to read them. 

“It impressed me a great deal that 
these two children in this out-of-the- 
way place in such circumstances should 
have been able to read, for very few 
children in the south in those days 
had opportunities for an education 
They told me‘that their mother had 
taught them to read. 

“IT did not like to leave a woman 
of such qualities as I perceived her 
to be possessed of in such distressing 
circumstances, so I inquired whether 
she had food and what she intended 
to do after the soldiers left. She said 
she had hidden enough bacon and corn 
meal in the loft of her cabin to last 
for a day or so and then she would 
have to go elsewhere in search of 
food. 

“IT then got her some supplies and 
gave her such coffee and sugar and 
other groceries as I could spare out 
of my rations, which was enough to 
last her several days more. 


Gave Her Recommendation. 


“Then I gave her a recommendation 
to the surgeon in charge of our hos- 
pital several miles in the rear, and told 
him how she had nursed our wounded. 

“Tt was some time later, after we 
had taken Atlanta, that I was granted 
a leave of absence. I went to the pro- 
vost marshal about this, and I found 
him and another officer creating an 
awful racket. 

“*What are you boys raising such a 
noise about?’ I asked. 

“The provost marshal explained to me 
that he had a prisoner, whom the sur- 
geon at our hospital had asked to have 
sent to him to see his wife. 

“ "The surgeon has sent a recommen- 
dation from some officer who says that 
this woman helped our wounded,’ he 
said, ‘but if I send this prisoner up 
there he’ll get away and that will be 
the last of him.’ 

“T asked to see the recommendation, 
and found it was the same that I had 
written for the woman at Snake Creek 
Gap. . 

“‘T will attend to this,’ I said. ‘Let 
this man go and join his wife. Send 
them out to Kansas, where they can 
take up 50me government land, and the 
man will go to farming and will bother 
us no more.’

New York, January 20.—(Special.)— 
David Lamar, now serving his time 
in the federal prison at Atlanta, will 
be known the rest of his days as the 
“Wolf of Wall Street.” As a result of 
this week's developments in the con- 
gressional “leak” investigation ‘at 
Washington another well-known Wall 
street character is likely to go down 
in history as “Loose-Mouth Lawson.” 

Unprotected by law one prominent 


government official and financier after 


another has seen his name dragged 
into the scandal. Such disgraceful in- 
justice and injury could be stopped. 
There is a way. But strange to relate, 
Wall street is not willing to pay the 
price—government regulation of the 
Stock exchange. 

Lawson admitted at the outset of the 
pending investigation that his object 
was to create a situation which would 
again call attention to the public ne- 
cessity of government supervision of 
the stock exchange. Certainly he has 
already accomplished that task. More- 
over, Lawson has proved that there 
are times when even Wall street would 
profit by government regulation of its 
most important institution. It is in- 
conceivable that a serious investiga- 
tion by the great congress of these 
United States would develop into a 
will-of-the-wisp affair, if the stock 
exchange were incorporated. 

Incorporation Opposed, 

For years Wall street to a man has 
successfully opposed all efforts at in- 
corporation of the stock exchange. To 
the average congressman, the work- 
ing’s of that institution are as myste- 
rious the details of a triangular 
foreign exchange operation between 
New York, London and Buenos Aires. 
Ilence this week’s floundering about 
by congress to the great injury of the 
reputation of many innocent men.

“It is the market place of the entire 
country and of foreign countries for 
securities, and the only public market 
in the United States where money 
loaned and borrowed. 

“It jealously controls the reports 
to every transaction on floor, issues 
and distributes the records of every 
purchase and sale, or offer of purchase 
and sale, which it thereby impliedly 
represents as an honest and genuine 
transaction. Courts of justice, trustees, 
financial institutions: and the public 
the world over act on this information. 

Reforms Badly Needed. 

“Great and much-needed reforms in 
the organization and methods of our 
corporations may be legitimately work- 
ed out through the power wielded by 
the stock exchange over the listing 
of securities. Thus complete publicity’ 
as to all the affairs of a corporation 


may be uniformly enforced. The scan- 
dalous practices of officers and direc- 
tors in speculating upon inside and 
advance information as to the action 
of their corporations may be curtailed 
if not stopped. In short, its opportuni- 
ties as an agency of corporate reform 
are almost endless, provided its own 
practices can be reformed so as to 
entitle it to exercise these broad 
powers. 

“Notwithstanding these facts it con- 
tends that it should be permitted to 
continue its voluntary organization 
with the privileges and freedom of ac- 
tion of a private club and should not 
be made subject to legislative or judi- 
cial control or supervision, and that 
it is not amenable to federal regula- 
tion in its use of the mails and of the 
telegraph and telephone in interstate | 
commerce and in the dealing’ss of its 
members with foreign countries. 

“To this contention your committee 
is unable to agree. It is incongruous 
that such an institution wielding such | 
power and equipped to perform such | 
useful and important functions in our 
economic system should be uncontroll- 
ed by law. 
“On the other hand, yvour committee 
believes that incorporation and regula- 
tion would banish from the exchanye 
transactions which now disgrace it.

B. P. ies Becomes Sole Own- 
er of Road for Price 
of $350,000. 


Valdosta, Ga., January 20.—(Special.) 
The Valdosta, Moultrie and Western 
railroad was today sold to B. P. Jones, 
a wealthy Valdostan, for $350,000 un- 
der an order of Judge W. E. Thomas, 
of the superior court. Mr. Jones was 
the only bidder and his offer was at 
once confirmed by the court. The road 
runs from Valdosta to Moultrie, about 
10 miles. It was built nine years ago 
at a cost of. $400,000, practically all 
of the stock being owned by Valdosta 
men. 

Considerable money was spent on 
preliminary surveys for a proposed ex- 
tension west from Moultrie and the 
lean years which followed made it im- 
possible for the road to meet the in- 
terest on its $300,000 bond issue, all 
of which had been bought by Mr. 
Jones. The capital stock of $100,000 
was wiped out entirely, the loss falling 
on a few Valdosta men. The road has 
been operated for three or four years 
under a receivership With Charles I. 
Harrell as general manager. 

Mr. Jones is probably the only man 
in the country who owns individually 
and outright a standard railroad. It is 
understood that he will head the man- 
agement himself, but he has not an- 
nounced the probable changes in the 
various departments. Valuable termi- 
nal properties of the road in Valdosta 
and Moultrie, including a block of 
warehouses in the wholesale district 
here, will be sold to the highest bid- 


der on February 6.

Will Be a Feature 
Of Automobile Show 


One of the strongest points of in- 
terest in the Southeastern Automobile 
show, which is to be held in Atlanta 
February 24-March 3, will undoubtedly 
be the stripped chassis in the Oakland 
exhibit which has been provided for 
the scrutiny of those who want to see 
“what happens when you press this?’ 

This chassis is stripped right down 
clean to show construction, size, type 
ana relation of parts and running ac- 
tion. The top of the cylinder head is 
cut away to show the location and ac- 
tion of@the valves and the tops of the 
pistons. Another cut-out in the side of 
the crank case shows the crank shaft, 
connecting rods and pistons at work, 
with the construction for oiling by the 
splash system. There is a cut-out in 
the centrifugal water pump in the front 
end of the motor, showing the “in- 
sides,”’ 

As the motor turns over slowly, small 
incandescent lamps placed where the 
spark plugs should be glow in time 
with the action of the pistons, giving 
a clear demonstration of how the fir- 
ing of an automobile engine takes 
place.

Each 
side is trying to do the unexpected, and at the same time attempting to keep 
up its defense by constantly doing its best to anticipate what the other feilow 


Perhaps there is no cog in a baseball machine that plays a more promi- 
nent part in the team’s success or failure than the catcher. A good, brainy 
catcher is invaluable in breaking up the best-laid plans of the opposition. 
Fandom doesn’t realize the importance of the part a “heady” receiver plays 
in the grand old game of “hit ’em where they ain't.” 

Few catchers use their gray matter to better advantage than did Billy 
Sullivan, veteran backstop of the Chicago White Sox. Few opportunities to 
work harm to the opposition were passed up by him. His conception as to 
whether or not a base runner really intended to steal was almost uncanny. 
Seldom did he get his pitcher into a hole by calling for one waste ball after

There are many catchers who 
resent the shake of the head by the 
pitcher, signalling he does not want to 
pitch the ball the catcher called for, 
Some of the more sensitive backstops 
feel such action is being shown up be- 
fore the crowd. I Know many catch- 
ers and pitchers who have a working 
agreement not to shake the head nega- 
tively, when failing to agree with the 
catcher. The desire to change the sig- 
nal is made known in some other way, 
either by stepping off the rubber, or 
making it appear he didn’t catch the 
sign when first given. 

So great is the power of the back- 
stop in directing the play of a team, 
that it is possible for him to tangle 
up the contest in more ways than one, 
if outguessed by the opposition. In 
late years the waste ball is a much 
used weapon of defense in the hands 
of the catcher to ward off. opposing 
base stealers. 

The waste ball is called for when 
a catcher believes the runner is about 
to steal or when «ahe batter and runner 
have the hit and run play on. 
ball gives him practically 
without opposition from the 
batsman. The waste ball is all very 
fine, if the catcher is picking the spots, 
for it gets the pitcher out of many 
a hole, provided the catcher gets his 
man. If the opposition is standing flat- 
footed almost every time the catcher 
calls for the waste ball, it works to the 
disadvantage of the team in the field, 
because it has the pitcher constantly in 
the hole.

Squab Breeding. 


One of the very best occupations a 
boy can have to keep him at home 
after school hours is to interest him 
in breeding pigeons. Nearly every boy 
likes them. Homers will raise squabs 
to weigh 12 to 16 ounces each at five 
weeks of age. Carneau squabs weigh 
one to four ounces more and Mondaines 
and Runts still larger. Any of these 
varieties will raise six to ten pairs of 
Squabs per year if common sense is 
applied. The parent stock should never 
be frightened, but should be as gentle 
as possible. They should be protected 
from the north wind. Pens should be 
dry at all times’ Interior should be 
whitewashed every two or three 
months with a Deming sprayer. Fur- 
nish two good nests for each pair of 
birds. Never allow an odd bird in the 
pen with mated birds. A good size 
bathing pan is necessary. lLeed no 
frain on damp ground if you can avoid 
it.

Car Shortage Reduced. 

The railroad car shortage has_ been 
greatly reduced, with the total net 
shortage of cars in the United States 
and Canada on January 1 down to 59,- 
892 as compared with a shortage of 
107,778 on December 1. The comple- 
tion of crop moving and the usual win- 
ter slackening in many lines of freight 
explains the increase in cars available 
for use, but the shortage is still a 
very serious problem and is certain te 
cause trouble anew in the spring and 
summer. On January 1, 1916 there was 
a surplus of 47,081 idle cars on the 
railroads of this country and Canada, 
but this surplus was cut down to only 
4,638 idle cars on April 1, while in 
March, 1916, there was a shortage of 
over 19,000 cars. If the same tendency 
continues this year, the shortage in the 
spring will be above 100,000 cars. 

The February maturities cf al) kinds 
of securities will ‘be less than  $45,- 
009,000, which is far below che average.

Some Departments, That 


| Were Supposed to Be Cut, 


Will Have More Money to 
Be Spent This Year Than 


Last. 


A careful comparison of the Janu- 
ary sheet for 1917, just passed and 
signed by Mayor Candler, and that for 
January, 1916, shows some interesting 
facts relative to reductions in the dif- 
ferent city departments. It shows that 
departments which are supposed to 
have been cut in apportionments have 
been increased in their total appro- 
priations to some extent, while others 


| have been reduced, though many people 


think they were left at the figures 
of last year. 

The comparison is made directly 
from the two sheets. It shguld be 
born in mind that the departments 
showing an increase or reduction in 
apportionments have been reduced or 
increased in the 1917 sheet over the 
first tentative budget prepared and 
over the estimated needs as prepared 
by.the respective heads. 

In total income the 1917 sheet shows 
$819,518.66, while that of 1916 shows 
$5,161,949.97, more than a million de- 
crease in the present sheet over that 
of last year. These are the estimated 
incomes for the two years made by 
the two respective finance commit- 
tees. 

Ashley Furnishes Figures. 

Figures for the 1916 sheet have been 
furnished for this article by ex-Coun- 
cilman Claude Ashley, of the fourth 
ward, who has on file the finance 
sheets adopted by every council in 
which he served during his long term 
in the city government, 

Taking the items in the 1917 sheet 
as they appear and in regular order 
the first reduction found is in the de- 
partment of the mayor, where $25 has 
been cut from general expenses. In the 
department of council, which includes 
the salaries of the members, a reduc- 
tion of $25 has been made in the sheet 
for this year. From what exact source 
this amount has been taken is not 
known. 

In the department of the city clerk 
several changes are seen. The salary 
of one clerk has been reduced by $1,200. 
The fund for extra help in this office 
was cut $360. That for general ex- 
penses $100. That for legal advertis- 
ing $6,000. That for elections by $1,- 
200. 

In the department of law the general 
expense account has been increased by 
$300, while the funds for settlement 
of claims and suits have been reduced 


by $1,500 each. The department of the 
comptroller was reduced in the 1917 
sheet by a lump sum of $1,224.25, to be 
taken from whatever branch of the 
work necessary but preferably from 
the salaries of employees. 

The expense account in the depart- 
ment of the purchasing agent was re- 
duced $100. 

Municipal Garage. 

The first increase is found in the de- 
partment of municipal garage. In 
1916 this department was given a lump 
sum of $28,795, while in the 1917 sheet 
it was given $45,201, an increase of 
$16,405.87. All of the increase camie in 
the supplies. 

The department of tax collector had 
a total of $775.65 taken frem its fund. 
The expense account in the department 
of license inspector was reduced by 
$50. In the department of the tax as- 
each and the total shows a reduction 
sessors the salary of the chief clerk 
was cut $200, that of five clerks $100 
of $234.85 from the sum given last 
year. 

The department of the city marshal 
shows a reduction of $1,963.15, most of 
which comes from the fees for collec- 
tions, which will reduce the force for 
this work, and from the general ex- 
pense. 

The department of the city hall, 


which takes in the expense of the jani- 
tors and custodian, shows a decrease 
of $1,179.52 from that of last year. Of 
this sum $300 was taken from the sal- 
ary of the custodian. The department 
of weights and measures shows a re- 
duction of $1,139, most of this — 
being taken from the salary of e as- 
sistant.

For in the history of 
this country, with the possible excep- 
tion of the civil war period, retail! 
prices of cigars are going up. 

That cigar smokers have enjoyed a 
half century of respite from price fluc- 
tuation is not because the cost of pro- 
duction has remained stationary during | 
all these years. Operating expenses' 
aud the prices of raw materials have 
gone up and down, mostly up, in the 
cigar business, the same as in any other 
business. But there are two things 
which have’ tended to Keep the retail 
prices of cigars uniform; first, because ; 
of the fixed habit of paying a nickel, 
Six-lor-a-quarter, three-for-a-quarter, 
lv cents Straight, and so on up, for 
cigars, without any intermediate prices; | 
and, second, because tobacco is general- 
ly classified as a luxury and not a ne- 
cessity. 

These two circumstances have made 
both manufacturers and cigar store 
keepers loath to disturb the equanim- 
itv of the smoker during all these years’ 
even though there have been many oc- 
casions when the cigar manufacturing 
trade generally has found its yearly! 
balance to be on the wrong side of the 
ledger. 

As far back as ten years ago the 
profit in cigar manufacturing had been 
reduced to such an extent that only 
the most sagacious operators found the 
business profitable. These conditions 
continued progressively, and when the 
European war began, two and one-half, 
years ago, the situation became even 
more acute. 

It is true that the great war has 
not materially increased the exporta- 
tion of either Cuban or American leaf 
tobacco to Europe, but it has advanced 
the cost of virtually every element en- 
tering into cigar manufacturing. 

Increased activity in other industries 
has made labor in the tobacco growing 
districts scarce, and the price of labor 
unprecedentedly high. The wooden 
cases in which domestic tobacco is 
packed, the cheesecloth under which 
shadegrown tobacco is grown, fertiliz- 
ers necessary to the soil, implements 
used in cultivation, etc., all have ad- 
vanced. And in Cuba the great boom 
in sugar has diverted agriculturalists 
to that industry and created a shortage 
of good Havana leaf. 

The result is that all kinds of 
tobacco used for cigar purposes in this

Of course, there was another al- 
ternative, namely, to change the com- 
of the cigar and by using 
cheaper and inferior tobacco to reduce 
the cost of production. The better class 


of manufacturers, however, has refused 
'absolutely to consider such a recourse. 
'Having spent 


years in establishing 
their brands and maintaining them 
at a uniform quality, even in the face 
of many difficulties, they propose to 
uphold and continue the quality of their 
product. 

It is recognized ‘by manufacturers 
that the retailer cannot be expected 
to stand the increase. Owing to se- 
vere competition and high rentals the 
thousands of retailers throughout the 
country for a long time have been find- 
ing it very difficult to make ends meet. 
Operating, as they ure, on a precari- 
ously narrow margin of profit, they 
could scarcely survive if the advance 
in cost were to be taken out of their 
small earnings. 

The increase, therefore, whether in 
the form of an outright raise in price 
or by making smaller cigars, must be 
paid for by the smoker. 

It is believed that the consumer will 
accept the upward tendency as gra- 
ciously as he has accepted increases 
on almosst every other article of gen- 
eral consumption. 

Whether or no, he will have to be- 
gin paying more for his favorite brand 
of cigars now, or if’ not now, in the 
near future.—Tobacco Leaf.

Fixed prices were another topic of 
discussion, and the jobbers were urged 
to talk quality, to maintain quality 
of domestic made woolen and cotton 
goods, and above all things not to sac- 
rifice quality for the sake of profits, 
In this connection it was stated that 
the consuming public generally was 
asking for better merchandise, and was 
willing to pay the price in order to 
obtain it. The value of the traaemark 
was also emphasized, as was the slo- 
gan, “Quality is remembered long after 
price is forgotten.” 

M. G. Cooper, of Los Angeles, speak- 
ing before the Jobbers’ Association of 
Dress Fabric Buyers, said: “During the 
year 1916 we have seen the wavering 
doings of human beings become a lot 
of over-eager buyers and have raised 
the price of cloth, which, in turn, has 
put cotton and wool up, and we are 
standing now with the cart before the 
horse; and it is going to take good 
‘horse sense’ to finish the year 191% 
as strong as we did the past year. 

‘One thing I think that our recent 
experience has taught us is that the 
way to make money in merchandising 
is to keep the cost of the goods and 
the selling price far apart. We are to- 
day seeking the light for the long pull; 
and I have every reason to believe that 
we are all in a receptive frame of 
mind, and will welcome some champion 
who will remove the doubt of uncer- 
tainty in our minds and advise us 
whether to buy with enthusiasm or sit 
tight on the lid. 

“Personally, I think it a time for 
brave men; and my impression is that 
the ‘Man of the Hour’ during the year 
1917, is the man whgq will have plenty 
of merchandise on/ his’7 shelves for 
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of peace. Labor conditions are very 
liable to become acute when the armies 
of the warring nations are disbanded 
and the nations themselves commence 
to build up that which they have spent 
years in destroying. Whether this 
means an increase of immigration to 
this country or not, it does mean that 
there will be a tremendous demand for 
labor,. unequalled even by the demand 
which we have in our country today, 
and it doesn’t seem possible, in the 
facé of past experience and what I 
believe, that this can result in any- 
thing but a maintenance of present- 
day high prices, and very possibly 
even an increase. 

“That is the reason why I am bend- 
ing all my powers to show up this bug- 
aboo of high prices in its true form. 
Prices are only comparative anyway. 
What may seem a high price now will 
be normal if it only continues long 
enough, and it will appear low if the 
same goods show an increase in price 
after a short time. 

“The merchant who is wise and 
far-sighted will certainly not neglect 
the most important asset of his busi- 
ness—his patronage. if he sits by, 
anxious but uneasy, because prices look 
high to him, while his competitor 
across the street buys and cuts down 
his profits in order to give satisfac- 
tion, the first man is going to lose 
his trade to his far-sighted and shrewd- 
er: competitor.” 


P. D. Yates, president of the Ridley- 
Yates company, one of Atlanta’s lead- 
ing wholesale dry goods-and notions 
houses, is one of the keen observers 
of business conditions. When he has 
anything to say he usually says it 
right to the point. 

In conversation Saturday Mr. Yates 
pointed out the unwise policy of the 
merchant, who sits by, anxious but 
uneasy—waiting because of his fear 
of high prices—and lets his neighbor 
merchant take his patronage. 

“It is my belief,” said Mr. Yates, 
“that foresight and merchandising abil- 
ity never went further than they do 
nowadays. This is due to two causes, 
both of which are intimately related. 
The fact that demand for textiles of 
all descriptions has been enormous- 
ly increased, while the means for sup- 
plying these demands has been con- 
centrated in a few neutral countries. 
In consequence, there can be'only one 
result—that of high prices—and there 
is no one in the United States, no mat- 
ter whether he be a consumer or 
producer or retailer or wholesales, who 
is not acutely aware of these condi- 
tions.

The National Wholesale Dry Goods 
association, which was in session in 
New York last week, brought out many 
important facts and opinions relative 
to the general business conditions of 
the country, particularly as it affect- 
ed the business of the concerns inter- 
ested.

How best to operate during 1917, 
what were to be the problems of for- 
eign competition after the war and 
how to meet them were the two sub- 
jects which formed the keynote of 
Wednesday’s meetings of the.

Perhaps the most interesting address 
of the entire day was that of James 
Keeley, owner and editor-in-chief of 
The Chicago Herald, who returned re- 
cently from abroad, and who pointed 
out vividly the great strides the allied 
nations were making in preparations 
for the war after the war, the part 
being played by England and her allies 
in planning for regaining their for- 
eign trade, and for re-establishing 
themselves commercially. 

He said that England and the allied 
nations were well able to get along 
without this country after the war and 
were developing their resources and 
manufacturing facilities to a point that 
would assure their independence. He 
pointed out that England was planning

CLIMATE. 


Salubrious climate is the greatest gift of 
Nature. 


Surely every Atlantan who reads, the 


daily press dispatches from the north, east 
and west must thank his lucky stars he is 
here, where latitude and altitude combine in 
such a happy medium between extremes as 


to make this the best all-the-year-round cli- 
mate in the world. 

Here, for instance, is an excerpt from a 
Chicago news report: 


Chicago, January 15.—One man frozen 
to death, great suffering in the poor 
quarters of the city and only two days’ 
supply of coal, are features of the cold 
weather in Chicago. All trains are late, 
some of them many hours behind sched- 
ule and creeping along as best they can. 

One school closed today,’ and many 
others will be forced to close tomorrow 
unless coal can be brought in. 

The great storm is being felt clear 
to the Mexican line. Texas reports the 
heaviest snow in its history, with tem- 
perature 14 degrees below freezing. Ten- 
nessee, Oklahoma, eastern Arkansas and 
northern Mississippi also are experienc- 
ing snow and unusually cold weather. 

Dispatches from the middle west and 
northwest tell of starving live stock be- 
cause of the deep snow, and many herds 
have perished in the storm and bitter cold 
weather. Winnipeg dispatches’ report 
the death of four school children on the 
bleak prairies, with the swirling snow 
for a shroud and the shrieking tempest 
for a requiem. 

Government forecasters said tonight 
there was no break of the present weath- 
er in sight. Official figures today up to 
noon showed temperature of 1 degree 
above zero, 


That same day Minnesota reported a tem- 
perature of 32 degrees below zero and points 
in eastern Canada 44 below. Some western 
Canadian points were hit to the tune of 48 
degrees below, and the weather report said 
that “Wisconsin, upper Michigan, part of 
Iowa and North Dakota continue at 16 to 24 
below, with all the territory buried under 
many inches of hard snow, so no relief is in 
sight for those localities for many days!” 

And the worst Atlanta has had to date has 
been only 14 degrees below freezing, and 
with not even a real flurry of snow! 

And again, this bitterly cold weather is 
gripping territory where, a few months from 
now, the suffering from heat will be as great 
and disastrous as it is today from cold. Last 
summer, for instance, throughout the east, 
the north and the west men, women and 
children were falling prostrated and dying 
from the blistering, blighting, withering 
heat, while in Atlanta we had scarcely even 
an uncomfortably warm day! 

Georgia’s climate alone, exploited and 
advertised to even one-half the extent that 
California’s and Florida’s has been, could be 
made the means of filling this state from one 
end to the other with climate “refugees” 
from elsewhere.

“PREPAREDNESS” AT EMORY. 


The establishment of a preparedness 
medical course in the medical department 
of Emory university, February 1, when the 
same course is to be inaugurated in nearly 
every accredited medical school in the 
country, with direct and practical federal 
aid, draws attention here, not only to med- 
ical education in relation to national pre- 
paredness, but to the ready service the gov: 
ernment can render and stands ready to 
render. 

Elsewhere in the magazine section of 
The Constitution, Dr. W. S. Elkin, dean of 
the medical department of Emory univer- 
sity, explains in an interview his recent call 
to Washington in conference with the sur- 
geons of the army and the navy and the 
public health department, and the heads of 
medical schools, to discuss the military 
training of medical students by all the med- 
ical schools of the United States, and pro- 
visions for military training of civilian prac- 
titioners. 

The prompt adoption of such training 
was put squarely up to the medical schools, 
the government offering experts in this par 
ticular line of training to all medical schools 
desiring to thus co-operate with the war 
department. 

The medical department of Emory at 
once expressed the desire to co-operate, and 
a government expert will begin his lectures 
here, in the preparedness course of the uni- 
versity, February 1. 

As Dr. Elkin points out in his interview, 
the preparedness medical course opens up 
a new vista of interest in medical education, 
not only along the patriotic line of service 
in the event of war, but in the matter of the 
direct information and results hearing upon 
recent discoveries in every phase of the 
science of medicine and surgery being tried 
out in the vast laboratory the European war 
hospitals now afford. 

With the active aid of the government 
in expert instructors in military medical 
service, and in literature bearing upon the 
same, the medical schools of the south share 
with those of the United States this last 
message of science as it relates to this de- 
partment of our national preparedness, and 
the medical department of Emory univer- 
sity stands as one of the initiative forces in 
a notably patriotic movement.

Paris, January 10.—You didn't know that 
Old Glory had flown above fighting men in 
this great war, did you”? It has. Over the 
most picturesque and one of the most heroic 
of the regiments engaged in the great strug- 
gle the immortal flag has fluttered gayly, 
bravely, but quite unofficially. 

How did it octur? In this way: 

If we begin at the beginning we must go 
a long way back. In 1831 a small band of 
men who had sought refuge in France from 
political tyranny elsewhere organized the 
Foreign Legion for service in Algeria. 

In Africa, in Mexico, in Tonkin (Indo-Chli- 
na), in Dahomey, in Madagascar and in the 
Sudan. the band of devoted foreigners, never 
dying as an organization, though forever 
courting death and winning it as individuals, 
fought splendidly for France and during this 
great war of 1914-? it has maintained its 
superb record. 

bts tale was told to me in the soft accent 
of our sotthern states in my hotel in Parts, 
and the man who told it was as good an 
American ‘fighting man as any I, whose good 
fortune it has been to know many, ever have 
known. He is of that best of all our fight- 
ing types which fights because it thinks the 
cause it fights for is a just one and not be- 
cause it loves to fight for the mere sake of 
fighting. 

He is one of those Americans over whom Old 
Glory fluttered on the march toward battle 
in this war. His name is Paul Rockwell, 
and he is from Atlanta, Ga. 

This is his extraordinary story of the For- 
eign Legion as he has known it and of his 
own and other Americans’ present connec- 
tion with it in this war. 

“In aviation and in the Foreign Legion 
America is doing something in this war,” 
said the plucky youngster, in his pleasant 
southern drawl, which promptly carried me 
to distant Georgia. “Not less than fifteen 
American aviators have flown at the front, 
and we have fifty now in training.” 

It should be explained at once that one of 
those who flew at the front was Rockwell's 
brother, @ remarkable young southerner, 
whose ideals and those alone brought him to 
this war, which he looked on as the greatest 
fight for human liberty the world ever has 
known. He flew at the front and he flew 
there to his death, 


200 AMERICANS IN 
FOREIGN LEGION. 

“In the Foreign Legion probably two hun- 
dred Americans are serving or have served, 
and while this is fine as far as it goes,” the 
young Georgian continued, “it does not go far 
enough to thrill a real American who knows 
why the war is being fought. 

“The bitterest regret of my whole life is 
that so few Americans have come here to help 
France. When we, the people of America, 
needed help Lafayette and his followers were 
a hundred times as many as we are in this 
war, and they were drawn from a total 
French population scarcely more than that of 
two American cities of today. 

“But we retain one reason for some sense 
of pride. With the exception of, say, six 
or eight, all the men who have come to help 
to pay our debt to France have been good 
fighting men. Not one of them has come 
for money. Some may have come for the 
pure love of adventure, but I believe the im- 


' pulse behind most of them has been purely 


idealistic. 
“The Americans who have come heave 
been drawn, or, better, have emerged, from 


all classes. We have had some millionaires 
among us. William Thaw, of Pittsburg, 
safely may be classed as one, I think. Stew- 
art Carstairs, of Philadelphia, has been 


| 


dubbed the millionaire artist. Kenneth 
Weeks, of Cambridge, Mass., who was killed 
on June 17, 1915, was the son of a millionaire. 
“If all America’s rich men’s sons could 
live as well and die as gloriously as Kenneth 
Weeks both lived and died, we perhaps 
should have as much to be proud of with 
regard to this war as France has had since 
the last years of the eighteenth century in 
connection with our fight for freedom in 
which she aided us so gloriously.

AMERICAN FIGHTERS. 
“Other rich young Americans who have 
come to join the forces fighting for the cause 
of freedom have been Heygry W. Farnsworth,

of Boston; Edward Mandell Stone, of New 
Bedford (a Harvard graduate and the first 
American volunteer to be killed in the For- 
eign Legion), and Victor Chapman, who spent 
a year in the trenches as a soldier and was 
killed after he had become an aviator. Chap- 
man left an estate of half a million. He had 
everything to live for, but I know that he be- 
lieved that he was risking death for some- 
thing far more precious. 

“These are but a few rich, strong, happy 
young Americans who have plunged into the 
mud and tragedy of this great war, willing 
to give up everything that civilization of- 
fers for the sake of their conviction that 
we of the United States owe a debt to 
France which can be paid only by at least the 
offer of our blood. 

“Among the Legionaires have been many 
good American professional men. Dr. David 
D. Wheeler, a famous surgeon of Buffalo, 
N. Y., was honorably discharged from the Le- 
gion and awarded a ‘pension after being 
wounded in Champagne September 28, 1915. 

“Frank Musgrave, of San Antonio, Texas, 
was a graduate from Tulane university and 
a successful lawyer before he started for the 
battte front. After fifteen months with the 
Foreign Legion he was captured at Verdun 
and now is in a prison camp. I hate to 
think about him after some of the grim 
stories I have heard. 

‘Dennis Dowd, a graduate of Columbia 
Law school, abandoned a successful practice 
in Brooklyn to come over and fight for 
France. After a year's service he was wounded. 
Recovering, he was transferred to aviation 
and in that branch of the service fell to his 
death. He was one of the brightest and 
straightest fellows I ever knew. He joined 
and fought only because he thought it his 
plain duty. 

“Jack Casey, of San Francisco, is an ar- 
tist. For him to enter the trenches wag 
to make a. sacrifice of moment, for when he 
did so he was at the beginning of a fine ca- 
reer, having just gained distinction at the 
Salon. In December he completed his twen- 
ty-seventh month in the old Legion. 


AMERICAN SOLDIERS 
AND SAILORS. 

“Several graduates of West Point have 
come across the sea to fight for France in 
the great Legion, among them Charles Swee- 
ney, who enlisted as a second-class soldier 
in the ranks, but has won the Legion of Hon- 
or and the Military Cross for devotion and 
bravery during his service in the Legion 
and has been promoted to a first lieutenancy. 

“Of men from the American army ranks 
there are several in the Legion. Edgar Bou- 
ligny, of New Orleans, served six years as a 
United States regular, but is now a sergeant 
in the Foreign Legion, promoted after having 
been thrice wounded. Recently he was Com- 
mended by the colonel as one of the proud 
organization’s best under-officers. 

“From the United States navy have come 
many volunteers, all fine. Paul Pavelka, 
of ‘Madison, Conn., once of the navy, has tak- 
en part in three of the greatest battles which 
the Legion has fought, and up to this time 
remains the only American wounded by a 
German bayonet in this war. He now has 
left the Legion to become one of the most 
daring and devoted pilots in the American 
esquadrille of the French Flying service. 

“Billy Thorin, of Canton, 8. D. who ran 
away from home at the age of 14, may be 
called a true adventurer in the most pic- 
turesque as well as in the best sense of that 
much abused word. Some doubt was ex- 
pressed in the legion at first as to the accu- 
rary of Billy's tales of Travel before he came 
to fight for France, but when every descrip- 
tive word he uttered invariably was con- 
firmed by other members of the Legion who 
had seen the far spots he mentioned in his 
casual and fascinating conversations skep- 
ticism faded. He was wounded in the head 
in the Champagne fight, but kept on fight- 
ing without loss of time. A second wound 
resulted in the report of his death, but he 
refused to die in fact and is recovering 

“Our men invariably have been plucky. In- 
jury has not discouraged them. No French- 
man has shown greater persistence in his 
fighting, for example, than Nelson Larson, 
an American sailor, who was killed upon 
the day of American independence last year. 
He had had his jaw shot away in June of 
the previous vear, but had refused to be in- 
valided out of the army. 

“Henry Claude and Arthur Barry, both of 
Massachusetts, soldiers of the Legion, had 
another point in common, for both had served 
as gunners on the United States ship Dakota 
before they joined the Foreign Legion's ranks. 
They are fighting gallantly. 


AMERICAN ENGINEERS 
DIGGING TRENCHES. 


“The profession of the mining engineer 
imcludes certain adventurous characteristics 
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So much has been written relative te 
the development of the motor car industry 
and so many prophesies have been ventured 
without proper consideration of vital and 
controlling factors, that a clear and simple 
analysis of the subject may serve to dissipate 
much of the unfounded conjecture. 
The automobile market is divided into two 
broad fields. First, the rural class, which 
includes all persons engaged in farming and 
others in various businesses who live in 
towns of less than 500 population, Second, 
the urban class, which comprises all people 
in any but farminng pursuits, who live in 
towns of 500 or more population. 
In the rural or farming market there are 
6,500,000 families. One million of these now 
own motor cars and one and one-half mil- 
lions are poor, and illiterate, or negroes, who 
for the purpose of this study may be ex- 
cluded from the prospective buying class. 
There remain then 4,000,000 farm families 
who are possible automobile buyers. 
In the urban class, covered by 11,000 
towns and cities of more than 500 popula- 
tion, there are about 5,000,000 home owners 
of which number only 2,000,000 now own cars. 
Accordingly, there remain 3,000,000 prospec- 
tive buyers in this class, or a total actual 
unsold market, in both rural and urban 
classes, of 7,000,000 possible automobile buy- 
ers. 

600,000 New Cars in 1917. 

The accepted average life of an automo- 
bile is about five years in the hands of the 
original owners; and as the man who once 
owns a car will not thereafter be without 
one, we must include the re-order market 
which in the calendar year of 1917 will be 
about 600,000, this being 20 per cent of the 
3,000,000 now in use. 

For the year 1917, therefore, the automo- 
bile business will face a market of about 
7,600,090 possible buyers. Not more than 
1,600,000 care will be built in the coming 
year, leaving a possible excess market of 
6,000,000 buyers at the beginning of 1918. 

These figures are decidedly conservative 
because they take no consideration of (1) 
any export outlet, (2) the people who have or 
will have two or more machines, (3) increased 
population, (4) increased prosperity, (5) a 
million or more town and city families who 
do not own the homes in which they live, 
but are well able to buy and maintain a 
motor car, (6) the business houses, retail 
and wholesale merchants who use thousands 
of roadsters for salesmen, and many thou- 
sands more of delivery cars (regular auto- 
mobile chassis with commercial body), (7) 
taxicabs and other cars for public hire. 

An Important Fact, 

An important and noteworthy fact is 
vouched for by the editorial department of 
Automobile Topics, a well-known trade au- 
thority, which has been making a careful 
analysis of the comparative nature of auto- 
mobile service. They state that of the 3,000.- 
000 motor cars of all kinds in service in the 
United States today, they can conservatively 
say from their investigation that over one- 
half of the mileage of the 3,000,000 cars is 
used for business purposes. Literally, this 
means that of the 3,000,000 automobiles run- 
ning in this country today one-half, or 1,500,- 
000, are used for business purposes. This 
leaves only one and a half million in use 
for pleasure or social transportation purposes. 

In considering the 1,500,000 automobiles in 
use today, which may legitin.ately be classed 
as “pleasure cars,” an important fact should 
be borne in mind, namely: the so-called pleas- 
ure car of today has a distinct economic 
use, it being only reasonable to deduce that 
the time and money spent in motoring for 
pleasure or social intercourse almost inva- 
riably takes the place of some other form of 
expenditure of less actual economic value. 
Motoring is a pleasure that makes for broad- 
er vision, saner and more helpful diversions 
and a more sympathetic social life. A nation 
without its sane pleasures is hopeless. There- 
fore, it is far from logical to consider the 
so-called pleasure car of today as an added 
luxury. 

Continued Development. 

If production increases at the average 
rate maintained for the past five years 
which is unlikely, due to greater manufac- 
turing problems and to inability of the se}li- 
ing distributive branches to keep pace with 
greatly augmented manufacturing volume— 
the point of saturation will not be reached 
for five, six or seven years. And some of 
the leaders in the industry predict that it 
will be a matter of ten or twelve years. 

All signs point to a continued develop- 
ment for several years to come—for just 
how long it is difficult to say, but as in 
many other new fields, limitations and cur- 
tailment of expansion arbitrarily predicted, 
are merely evidence of a shortened vision or. 
unfamiliarity with all of the facts. 

It is true that materials and labor are 
more expensive and increasingly hard to se- 
cure. This condition ts not serious, nor ia it 
likely to be. The makers of medium and 
high-priced cars overcome the difficulty by 
an advance in their selling prices. The man- 
ufacturers of low-priced cars build in much 
greater quantities, are protected by con- 
tracts until the end of the automobile year, 
July, 1917, and are able to absorb additional 
expense by spreading it out over a great 
number of units and by increasing their 
manufacturing efficiency.

“A curious fact is that although there are 
plenty of clergymen, divinity students and 
ex-priests in the Legion, none of them is an 
American. Several Americans are respect- 
fully celebrated as among those fighting 
men who always carry in their pockets Bi- 
bles, and read them when they can. Amon 

these William Thaw, of Pittsburg, came with 
a Bible given to him by his mother and very 
highly prized. He read from it when he con- 
ducted the first Thanksgiving services held 
at the front during the war. 

“An interesting American in the Legion 
was Dr. Wheeler, who came to France in 
charge of Mrs. Whitney’s hospital. His wife 
came also and served as a nurse in the Amer- 
ican Ambulance, Paris. For a time Dr. 
Wheeler acted as a surgeon, but what he saw 
among the wounded made him want to fight. 
He joined the Legion as a plain private sol- 
dier. 

“A dumdum bullet tore away the calf of 
his leg as he entered a German first line 
trench during the Champagne battle on Bep- 
tember 28, 1915. Of course, he stopped, but 
presently was able to crawl to the rear and 
went about on his hands and knees giving 
comfort to the wounded. For this on Christ- 
mas day, 1915, he was given the French War 
Cross. 

“Among the American fighting men f 
must not forget to mention Achilles Clinger, 
who for a time was an instructor at Colum- 
bia university.

She spoke in favor of matinees 
for children and family day programs, 
making some good suggestions as to 
how to manage them successfully.

Maude Adam's is said to be one of 
the wealthiest women in the theatrical 
profession. “She has worked hard, 
and had simple tastes,” those who 
know her say. A recent article in a 
northern paper states: 

“An idea of the wealth that Maude 
Adams has accumulated during the 
twenty-seven years of her stage career 
can be gained from the recent sale of 
her town property in New York for a 
sum estimated to be $700,000. She has 
remaining two country places, one of 
them being valued at $150,000, the 
other at about one-third that amount. 

“Miss Adams purchased her New 
York city property, which was located 
at 22 and 24 East Forty-first street, 
ten years ago, when valuations in that 
district were far lower than they are 
now.

Thinks Women Are Playing Under a Handicap. 


Miss Alexa Stirling, the woman golf 
champion of the United States, has 
joined the ever-increasing army of 
golf writers. Her first literary effort 
appears in “Golf Illustrated and Out- 
of-Doors America,” the magazine 
founded and edited by Max H. Behr, of 
Baltusrol, formerly New Jersey ama- 
teur champion. 

Miss Stirling declares herself in fa- 
vor of links for women, and proves in 
her first article that women are and 
always have been playing under a tre- 
mendous handicap. In part, she writes: 


Man’s Advantage. 


“what would happen to the bold 
member who, at a meeting of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the United States 
Golf association, might be _ foolish 
enough to propose that the men’s 
tournaments should henceforth be 
played over courses 7,500 yards long, 
trapped without reference to the science 
of their game and with a par well over 
80? And yet he would be proposing 
just such a set of conditions for the 
men as have hiherto generally applied 
to the golf of women. 

“Physically,” says the champion, 
“women must admit that they are at 


in golf as in nearly every other form 
of exercise. There hardly can be any 
need to discuss the matter—it is a 
fact which cannot seriously be ques- 
tioned. 

“And it is just as true,” she con- 
tinues, “that the best golf courses have 
been laid out without reference to 
women's play, but scientifically to suit 
the distance of the men’s shots, which 
their superior strength enables them 
to make much longer than women’s. 
Men have the advantage of adding to 
their own power that which lies in long 
and heavy clubs and heavy balls, while 
their superior height and acknowl- 
edged strength of body, arm and wrist 
enable them to take the turf for iron 
shots with less difficulty. 

“If we consider, for example, any or- 
dinary two-shot hole, properly and 


well guarded by Hazards of some de- 
scription, a good male golfer will have 
no difficulty in playing such a hole 
under ordinary circumstances, because 
it was built for him. But,” argues Miss 
Stirling, “put a woman on the same 
hole and let her use the same clubs as 
the man and she will nearly always 
fall short of the green and not im- 
probably into a trap. At any rate, she 
requires a third shot to get to the 
green,” 
She Explains. 

Miss Stirling reasons as follows: 

“When a woman plays from the 
men’s tee it is natural that she should 
either fall short of the first hazards, 
be mixed up in them, or so press her 
drive that she pulls or slices into the 
rough beyond. Even if it safely passes 
the traps on the fairway an excessive 
effort on the second shot will be need- 
ed to place the ball in the same posi- 
tion as the man’s for the all important 
third shot, which is to lay it and keep 


it on the green. The man will use his 
mashie or niblick, the woman may 
have to use an inferior club. A woman 
playing a man’s distance is, therefore, 
continuously pressing or running foul 


j of the rough or hazards.” 


Miss Stirling does not believe that a 
man’s course can ever be made quite 
suitable for women, because the mere 
advancement of the tees does not re- 
move all the disadvantages. As an ex- 
ample, she points out that in the case 
of a par 5 hole for men, according to 
the figures of the Women’s Western 
Golf association, the women’s tee 
would have to be advanced 150 yards. 

“The effect of this upon the first 
shot,” says the champion, “would be 
that the first traps would be 6f no 
use for the purpose for which they are 
intended. If their object is to Catch a 
badly topped ball they would catch it 
too soon, or not at all. If they are to 
catch a long ball, but with just insuffi- 
cient carry, the women’s tees would 
be so close that they would fail in their 
object.”

She 
should pay her bills weekly as com- 
plications, which are not so easily rec- 
tified, often arise by allowing them to 
run monthly. 

A well-planned list of the duties ex- 
pected of each servans, if there be more 
than one, should be tacked on the wall 
in the kitchen in order that there will 
be no misunderstanding, or confusion, 
over what each servant is expetced 
to do. 

This list should include a schedule 
setting aside a day each for the fol- 
lowing household’ duties: Laundry, 
cleaning of library, living room and 
halls, cleaning of kitchen, butler’s pan- 
try, refrigerator and silver, cleaning 
of bed rooms, baths and porches. 

A further aid to “law ana order” 
in the household is the serving of 
breakfast, luncheon and dinner at defi- 
nite hours each day. 

Co-operation from every member of 
the household is verv necessary in put- 
ting into practice these well-devised 
plans, as punctuality to meals does 
not only mean a great saving of time, 
but it will establish a habit which 
should be instilled into every member 
of the family.

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needs to be maintained by argument. 

As a “means of grace” it has had 
its obvious share of endorsement 
also. The enthusiastic revival of 
Greek dancing is the most conspicu- 
ous sign of recognition for this pos- 
sibility. Yet it is true that “grace” 
is often interpreted to mean merely 
dancing grace, or some ornamental 
augmentation of conscious and dis- 
played grace. How much dancing 
may do for a grace that increases the 
healthy symmetry of the body, the 
grace of living in all its phases, the 
beauty of harmony in everyday nat- 
ural exercise is, perhaps, not insisted 
upon as it should be. 


Grace and Mechan‘sm. 
It is not fully realized that one can- 


not be graceful without favoring the 
mechanism of the body. Ugly move- 
ment, cramped movement, is ugly or 
cramped because it does not beauti-

fully express the natural needs of the 
body. 

This is saying nothing at all of the 
needs of the mind. It seems to me 
that any one who has watched free, 
unhampered children, must believe 
that humanity, when it is unspoiled, 
naturally loves to dance, or at least 
to “break loose” from the restraint of 
limbs hampered by habits of posture, 
the limitations of clothes, and by the 
stern business of life. Dancing thus 
does something for the spirit as well 
as the spirits. It liberates the mind 
as well as the muscles, and when it 
is rightly practised must favorably 
affect the whole health of the indi- 
vidual. 

Mere social dancing cannot be ex- 
pected to fulfill all that is needed to 
bring these advantages, Arms and 
legs need to be freely lifted and ex- 
tended to give full expression to the 


It is 

the classical dance, s0- 

called, that gives the in- 

dividual his total of out- 

let of energy and intake 

of vitality, while leading directly to 
that grace and poise that meafis so 
much in sO many ways. 


Benefits of Dancing. 


While many choose to “flock all by 
themselves” and to study classical 
dancing as a sole study for their in- 
dividual good, there is no reason why 
classes may not bring out much that 
is beneficial. 

The technique of the classic dance 
is a serious study, teachers will tell 
you, yet there are many elementary 
attitudes that may easily be perfect- 
ed with practice, and which will in a 
short time prove wonderfully helpful 
in acquiring the poise and controlled 


balance that are fundamental. Many 
of the participants of the dance go 
into it barefooted. From the viewpoint 
of pure mechanics this ts surely wise. 
However, others insist on wearing 
the regulation dance slippers because 
they “look” better than the bare or 
sandaled feet. 


How High Heels Interfere. 

It is possible that the full benefit 
of the movement is not obtained 
when high-heeled shoes are worn, 
yet since high heels must and will 
be worn in social life, the benefits 
must be reckoned from this stand- 
point. Much of the action demands 
absolute freedom of movement, hence 
the wearing apparel necessarily 
should be very full and by no means 
cumbersome. 

One of the first and most essential] 
steps is toward acquiring poise, sheer 
balance. Unless we have trained 
ourselves the balance acquired in or 
dinary walking is very easily dis- 
turbed. The weight must be balanced 
so that the body can sway from one

position to another without a jerking 
movement, but with an easy grace. 
To acquire this, consequently, it is 
well to practice swaying the weight 
from one foot to the other, pointing 
the toe forward alternately. The 
hands, too, must be raised far above 
the head and it will be noted gener- 
ally that they will assume a natural 
and graceful pose of themselves. 

The secret of grace in all of the 
movements shown on this page is the 
ability of the participant to “give the 
body and mind to the action in a 
sort of a happy abandon.” As one be- 
comes more accustomed to balancing, 
it will be found that the movements 
wherein the leg is raised and bent 
with toe pointed, will come quite 
natjirally and gracefully. It is a won- 
derful sensation to feel oneself glid- 
ing through space like a spring 
breeze, and, once interested, one is 
sure to pursue to the end, for what 
is it but the enthusiasm of youth 
aroused by the preserver of youth 
and health, “the classic dance.” 


Training the Muscles. 
No rules can be offered for individ- 


ual development, save perhaps the 
rule that each individual must learn 
for herself just which movements are 
possible to herself. To strain is not 
to train. “A little at a time” is good 
practice in liberating the untrained 
and often unused muscles of the 
body. Practice in raising the arms 
and in moving them in all directions 
freely and without tightened hands 
and wrists is good beginning prac- 
tice. In the same way the legs are 
trained in high knee lifting. The 
torso—the trunk of the body—needs 
gradual training in acquiring the ca- 
pacity to sway freely forward and 
back, and from side to side.’ 

Teachers show us how to preserve 
the balance of the body by introduc- 
ing movements that “compensate.” 
An arm movement in one direction is 
balanced by a leg movement in an- 
other. As a dramatic teacher once 
put it, we should “distribute our- 
selves over the centre of gravity.” 

The wonderful things that may be 
accomplished by liberating the wrist, 
so that the hands may truly become 
“the fringe of the arm,” cannot be 
described in detail here. I am simply 
hoping to suggest the big advantages 
to be gained by classical dancing, 
which should be called “natural danc- 
ing,” for all of these balanced move- 
ments are perfectly natural as we 
may guess by watching the uncon- 
scious movement of children. We 
shouldn’t have to learn them if we 
had grown up to be as unconscious 
as children or animals. Of course, 
beyond the simpler elements of 
which I am speaking there is a range 
of intricate and beautiful art which 
is well worth the study and practice 
for its own sake, even if the average 
woman may scarcely have the time 
in which to go so far.

NAIL cocktails, fried 
snails, snail soup—does 
the thought of these 
make your mouth water? 
Perhaps not, but the 
time may come—and 
soon—when you'll forget 
your prejudice, your 
sensitive imagination, and devour with rel- 
ish the curious little creature which walks 
through life like a wandering Chinaman 
with a pagoda on its shoulders. 

Snails are as nutritious as oysters, it 
is said by connoisseurs, and equally as pal- 
atable, and the Journal of the American 
Medical Association has gone on record as 
ndvocating their consumption in_ these 
times of high prices for food. Paris eats 
snails and likes them—and as we came 
around to appreciating the deliciousness of 
frogs’ legs so eventually we may turn to 
the mollusk with the twisted shell. 


Paris Eats 50 Tons a Day. 


Says an editorial in the Journal of the 
American Medical Association: 

“To most Americans the idea of using 
snails in the diet will not awaken gastro- 
homic enthusiasm, but there are people in 
parts of the world to whom the 
suggestion of the use of other mollusks, 
such as oysters and clams, would be repug- 
nant. It is not necessary to go back to the 
days of the elder Pliny for evidence that 
edible snails have had a place on the 
menus of other countries. 

“It is stated that during our own oys- 
ter season, from September to April, more 
than 200,000,000 snails are disposed of in 
I’aris alone. The daily consumption of 
‘escargots’ in the French capital has been 
estimated at fifty tons when trade is at its 
best. 

“In the belief that the American people 
can be educated to see the true worth of 
the edible snail, which might be grown 
with profit in the United States, a govern- 
ment expert has collected some facts bear- 
ing on their use. The European war has 
added a further interest to the possibility 
of snail culture. 


Various 


New to American Diners. 


“Comparatively few Americans have 
ever tasted snails, know of their prepara- 
tion as food, or even consider them a fit 
article of diet. Among the foreigners in 
our population snails have a limited sale. 
Those sold in the fish markets of our 
larger cities have practically all been im- 
ported from France. 

“In respect to composition the two 
groups of mollusks furnish about the same 
yield of nutrients. In Burope snails are 
raised commercially under an _ intensive 
system of culture in many places in snail- 
eries. Rust (a government expert) be- 
lieves that although snail culture may not 
be very profitable in Europe, where eco- 
nomic conditions are different, in that the 
food for the animals must be grown and 
supplied to them regularly and everything 
done with much labor on restricted areas 
of land, in the United States snail farming 
might, with judicious publicity, and in 
time, become profitable. 

“Whether or not it is advantageous, 
from the standpoint of nutrition, to at- 
tempt to introduce a new food to the 
American table is a question of individual 
preference. Almost every one, Rust writes, 
who has ever eaten well-prepared snails, 
admits their gastronomic worth, from the 
points both of nutritive value and of 
flavor. and there are many states where 
they could be grown and kept fresh until 
used, and where they would prove a very 
welcome addition to the somewhat limited 
menu of the locality. 

“In the Mississippi Valley, for instance, 
where conditions for their cultivation are 
almost ideal, they could be grown at prac- 
tically no cost (either in money, time or 
labor). and might be used to a great ex- 
tent in place of oysters, which they greatly 
resemble in flavor when properly prepared. 

“Such a practice would be advantage- 
ous. for the snail is possibly preferable as 
an article of buman consumption. It is 
cleaner, feeding daintily, as it does, only 
on the cleanest of vegetable tissues, while 
oysters, not being able to move about in 
search of food, must take what comes to 
them in the water, are sometimes fattened 


in water 
nated with 
laden sewage, and 
thus, occasionally, 
act as carriers of 
typhoid and other 
diseases. 

“At any rate, we 
can be prepared to 
receive the sugges- 
tion of the addition 
of snails to the 
American menu 
without the revul- 
sion of feeling which 
it awakens in many 
at present.”

The Emperor Vitellius, perhaps the 
most enormous eater that the empire ever 
Knew, sent out-his legion to hunt game 
where it was found in the highest 
perfection and employed his fleets 
in furnishing his table with fresh fish. 
So many arms were set in motion by 
a single stomach! It was at this time 
that all the breeding and fattening 
establishments were erected. Snails 
were bred to an enormous size by con- 
stant feeding with a mixture of meal 
and new wine. It is a remarkable 
fact that in many spots where the 
Romans had fixed their feeding estab- 
lishments the edible snail is still to. be 
found. 


Popularity Increasing. 


Centuries went by before’ other 
countries, except those which were 
colonies of Rome, accepted snails as an 
article of food. France was the first 
—and here snails have increased in 
popularity every vear since. 

The Rev. J. G. Wood, who wrote 
quite extensively of the snail and other 
mollusks, had something interesting to 
say of the French liking for this deli- 
cacy. For instance: “Even the com- 
mon snail is thought quite a delicacy 
by those who are 
minded to eat it, 
common to see in 


sufficiently strong- 
and it is quite 
Paris the poorer 
orders dressing their dinner of snails 
on an iron plate heated over burning 
charcoal. 


What Mollusk Needs. 


Pienty of moisture, an abundance of 
vegetable food, and, in hot, dry 
weather, a free night life, are the de- 
mands of the snail to put himself in 
the pink of tempting condition for the 
table. The best species for eating pur- 
poses is the heliz pomatia, or the vine 
snail, the same as the Romans raised, 
and the largest member of the family 
of the Aclicidae, which includes no less 
than 5,000 species. 

Nearly all American snails are good 
eating, however, but connoisseurs have 
a preference—the helix thyroides.

Slugs a Related Species. 


Related to the snails are the ugly crea- 
tures commonly called “slugs.” ‘They are 
snails without shells, or with mere rudi- 
ments of shells, and the whole under sur- 
face of their bodies forms a long sole, or 
“creeping disk.”” They leave a slimy trail, 
and, with their stalk eves weaving about, 
they look like huge snails that have lost

Why Bread Is Staff of Life Among 
All Peoples and in All Climates 


“ N THE early history of the race our 


ancestors probably noticed that cer- 
tain birds and animals sought much of 
their food in the seeds of grasses while 
the smaller animals dug into the earth for 
roots and tubers,’ said Ernest Clark, Eng- 
lish chemist, in addressing the recent con- 
gress of applied chemistry. 

“Thus man early learned to make the 
starchy foods one of the main articles of 
his daily fare, and it is true today that 
among all peoples in all climates bread 
from cereals or some starchy substance is 
considered the ‘staff of life,’ he continued. 

The greatest source of starchy food is, 


of course, the seeds of the various cereals 
which we classify as grain. The amount 
of such material produced by the soil in a 
year is almost beyond calculation. The 
production of this golden flood of grain is 
the earth’s oldest and greatest industry. 

To produce these harvests the soil sup- 
plies the water and mineral nutriments, 
while the carbon dioxide and sunlight lend 
their aid through no effort of man. His 
duty, then, is to see that the soil is kept 
in its most productive condition. The ob- 
servation of primitive man that the seeds 
of certain plants made an acceptable food 
was the beginning of agriculture.

Yes, Says Poetess

66 MONG opulent uations as among 
Passsnins individuals sentimentality 
creeps in, itself and finally 
reigns as a tyrant. ‘All forms of thought 
are subservient to it,” so says Mme. Valen- 
tine de St. Point, the distinguished French 
poetess and grandniece of the great La- 
martine. 

“Among nations in process of formation 
society has not the leisure to think of its 
weak brothers and sisters,” she continues 
“It is only concerned 
with stronk individuals, capable of sharing 
the collective tasks. Similarly there is no 
room for sentimentality in a large, poor 
family. which struggles to obtain food for 
the children. No one has time to think of 
sentimentality. An individual who has 
hard work to make‘his living needs all his 
faculties to secure a existence. He 
has no time to be sentimental. 

“Sentimentality is 2 iuxury. [t uses 
up time and occupies the mind. As soon as 
a civilized society is established, as soon as 
it has accumulated resources and wealth 
and is possessed of cultivation and leisure 
it begins to think of the unfortunate. It 
encourages useless persons and institutions 
It prolongs

“In a well-to-do family of small size, 
free from the®urgent cares which absorb 
the strength of the less fortunate, parents 
spend their leisure in foolish tenderness 
lavished upon their few children, which 
hecome still more exaggerated, in the case 
of an only child. 

“A person who is saved by his family 
from all the cares of life. or who is assured 
by birth of an income, can abandon himself 
to a debauch of sentimentality which en- 
tirely fills his mind and charms his leisure. 
We do not pay sufficient heeds to the ef: 
fects of this overflowing and intoxicating 
sentimentality. Those who are in a posi- 
tion to indulge in it are bewitched by it, 
hecome intoxicated with it. and do not 
think what mav be the reactions of the en- 
chanting potion.” 

Sentiment is good, but too much senft- 
mentality is harmful to the individual and 
to the race. As Mme. Valentine de St. 
Point says, “I affirm that the passion of the 
couple absorbed in love of one'another, the 
tenderness of the family, the customary 
forms of charity are weakening in the 
highest degree to society. Sometimes they 
are even degrading. The passion of lovers 
in its dithyrambie and totally artificial 
manifestations usually nourished by a de 
moralizing pseudo-romantic literature is in 
a high degree harmful. 

“Passion is a gentle madness or a dan- 
gerous madness, according to the tempera- 
ment. In the dangerous form people soon 
become involved in tragedy. The irresponst- 
bilitv of such a passionate being has been 
recognized by the law of France, for when 
he commits a erime we treat him as irre 


‘sponsible, and most frequently aequit him. 


She concludes by arguing: “Family 
tenderness is wrong for many reasons, prin- 
cipally because it prepares the way for 
amorous sentimentality. 

“If a child is to grow up into a capable 
man he must have sustained energy, & Fe 
spect for his own possibilities, an accurate 
understanding of the responsibility of the 
educator and his own rights, but should 
never be made the object of uncontrolled 
tenderness, which distracts and enervates 
the little victim, destroying his ,personal 


forces to the end of his life.”
